WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.— Lord Sal- 


isbury's reply to Secretary Olney's note in 
which, according to the president's mes- 
sage, the British govecnment was asked 
if it would arbitrate "in its entirety" the 
whole Venezuela boundary dispute is 
awaited by the members of the house,who 
represent the advanced "American" idea, 
with deep interest. Representative Liv- 
ingstone of Georgia, who introduced the 
resolution yesterday looking to appoint- 
ment of a congressional committee to in- 
vestigate the boundary question 
was 


asked today what the United States ought 
do if Great Britain declined to arbitrate. 
"Why fight her of course," was the em- 
phatic reply. "No other course," he con- 
tinued "will comport with our dignity 
and self-respect. Venezuela is not to be 
considered in this matter. Great Britain 
has violated the Monroe doctrine and she 
is continually acquiring additional terri- 
tory in South AmericA. We cannot and 
must not permit this, we should go to war 
flrst." 


Some of the members discussing the 


probable tenor of Lord Salisbury's letter, 
thought that her majesty's government 
would decline to arbitrate any part of the 
territory in question which has been oc- 
cupied for years post by the British col- 
onisU. This was predicted upon the dec- 
laration made by the British ambassador, 
Sir Julian Panncefote, last spring, that 
Great Britain could no more arbitrate her 
control of the territory now claimed by 
her than she would arbitrate her control 
of Essex and Sussex.

SPIRIT OF THE 54TH CONGRESS. 


Speaker Reed has a wonderful knack of 


catching the spirit of the representatives 
of the people, of whom he stands as leader 
again in the Congress just assembled. 
In 


the following words taken from liisspeech 
ncfcpting the spealcership of the house 
is found a clear and straightforward state- 
ment of the motive chat will actuate the 
majority in the present house: 


"Could we cause our immense popular 
majority to overflow into other branches 
of the government, and could we have full 
control we would create, notaperiect 
world, nerhaps, but a world rather more 
Jit to "live in than we have lately had. 
Even as things are 1 do not tor a moment 
doubt that our patriotic instincts will lead 
us to make every sacrifice, except of prin- 
ciple, to rescue our country from its tem- 
porary disaster 
f • ' That we shall 


be ready at all times to furnish adequate 
revenues for the government according to 
our s^nse of public duty no man cau 
doubt." 


There can be no misunderstanding of 


tbe above in the minds of those who by 
this time ought So know that Speaker 
Reed usually means what he nays and says 
it pointedly. He represents the staunch- 
est Republican sentiment ard he has back 
of him about as strong an endorsement of 
his principles in the way of a. good ,'olu- 
minous voice.of the people in an off year 
as could be desired to point out clearly a 
leader's way. 


Beyond all others the great need of the 


times to improve the material condition 
of the country from one end to the other 
is an increase of revenue.

THE CELEBES VOLCANOES. 


They Aro Said to Bo the Most Dangerous 


In the World. 


" There are fow people who kcow that 


tho so\ith Pacific volcanoes aro the most 
destructive in the world," said the Rov. 
Dr. William E. Houston. "I have been a 
great student of these volcanoes, anil have 
spent much timo visiting thorn. The vol- 
cano districts of tho Bay of Naples and 
Sicily aro small as compared with those of 
the northern peninsula of tho island of 
Celebes, just to the east of Borneo, in the 
south Pacific ocean. Vesuvius and Etna 
ore insignificant as compared with thovol- 
Ciinic chain that studs this Island region. 
One or tho other of tho volcanoes in this 
great chain is continually belching forth 
streams of lava a:ul pi-eat stones, thun fluid 
clay that runs red, bluo and gray. Tho 
Donda, 9,000 feet high, and thu Snpoctan, 
6,000 feet, are the two greatest volcanoes 
of the district. 


"Each of thorn has boon in eruption sev- 


eral times during tho last 100 years. Were 
it not a sparsuly settled country tho loss of 
lifo would bo great. Klabat, or Two Sum- 
mits, another terrible volcano, is marked 
by a great lako in its crater, and not far 
away is Douwa Docdara, Two Sisters; 
still another is Lakon, which local tradi- 
tion says is inhabited by an evil spirit, 
and from which there camo a terrible erup- 
tion about 000 years ago that devastated 
the entire district. All fcf tho islands 
around tho north end of Celebes aro vol- 
canic. Tho archipelago that leads to the 
Philippean islands, to the north, is dotted 
with active months of flre, important 
among which is the superb pyramidal vol- 
cano Aboe, which, translated, means ash- 
es, and Gunova Aiva, which, in all proba- 
bility, has boon the most destructive vol- 
cano tho world has ever known. These is- 
lands are owned by Holland. Tho peopta 
are Malays and Alfooroos; the most civi- 
lized population of the coast being Malay, 
the savage tribes of the interior, Alfooroos. 
There are many tribes in Celebes, some of 
Papuan, others of Philippine origin. The 
Bougis tribe also dominates. During the 
present century thousands of the inhabit- 
ants of Celebes wore burled beneath the 
streams of hot ashes and lava thrown out 
by volcanic eruption, utterly overwhelm- 
ing them in molten sheets.

great interest hero. The absence ot tho 
usual ornamental tribute to bimetallism, 
secured through international agreement, 
is remarked upon. The proposals fov the 
extension of the national bank system 
from a Democratic president and the gen- 
eral single pold standard atmosphere 
which pervades the whole document, are 
the features most frequently commented 
upon. 


Congressman Barrett thinks that, he 


void's tho sentiment ot the Republican 
majority when lie says that the retirement 
of the greenbacks will have standing in 
this house. Other than that, the message 
is largely an historical recital and contains 
little that is new. 


Senator Hoar, in speaking of the mes- 


sage, said he did not know which was tho 
worse, the folly of the doctrine or the 
bombastic and inflated style iu which it 
was expressed. 


Mr. McCall believes in the gradual re- 


tirement of the greenbacks. He approves 
thoso sections of the message which recom- 
mends a removal of certain limitations 
upon the national bank circulation. Mr. 
McCall was impressed with the cheerful 
optimism with which the president dis- 
cussed the efforts abroad to shut out 
American institutions and products. 


Representative Moody opposes the re- 


tirement ot the greenbacks until he can 
see his way clear to a better substitute for 
them, but hslds all his view-c ou currency 
matter open to further argument. 


Mr. Boutellc of Maine said the president 


had evidently found it impossible to recog- 
nize tho true significance of our financial 
situation 
without acknowledging the 


disastrous failure of the Democratic ad- 
ministration. With our income running 
millions behind our expenditures, his per- 
sistence in declaring that the question is 
not one of revenue savors more of stolidity 
than statesmanship. 


Senator Aldrich says the message is dis- 


appointing, from the fact that it suggests 
no practical remedy for the unsatisfactory 
conditions which now exist. 


Senator Chandler says that portion of 


the mess;.go relating to our foreign affairs 
is exceedingly well-written, and seems to 
cover what is generally desired. The rest 
of the message is freer from the turbid 
platitudes than has heretofore character- 
ized former messages. 
His remedy for 


the distress into which he and his party 
have brought the country is the retire- 
ment of tho greenbacks, thereby destroy- 
ing the national banking system, avoid- 
ance of the free coinage of silver and the 
adoption of the single gold standard. 


Representative Walker (Mass.) said: 


The views of President Cleveland, while 
theoretically correct, are wholly imprac- 
ticable with the present condition of pub- 
lic opinion in the cbuntry, and instead 
of facilitating the 
composing of 
the 


finances of the 
country immediately, 


which under tho circumstances must be 
done, have only a tendency to defer their 
settlement by chimerical views. 


Mr. Dingli-y of Maine said the most as- 


tonishing of tho message is the fact that 
it entirely omits ^o 
inform 
congress 


whether there is or not a necessity of provid- 
ing more revenue. This is an omission 
the more amazing in the face of the tact 
that for 29 months there has been a de- 
ficiency of revenue amounting in the ag- 
gregate of $181,000,000, which deficiency 
has been met by practically using $130,- 
000,000 of the $182,000,000 obtained by 
selling bonds ostensibly for the proper 
valuation of the greenback redemption 
fund. 


Mr. McCreary (Dem., Ky.), who was 


chairman of the foreign affairs committee 
in the last congress, said: "Tho presi- 
dent's message is very comprehensive and 
interesting on foreign relations. His rec- 
ommendations are particularly 
strong 


and appropriate on the Cuban question, 
the Venezuelan boundary line dispute, 
the Behring 5» claims, the protection of 
American residents In Turkey, China anil 
Japan, and proper regulations for our ex- 
ports to European countries." 


Ex-Speaker Crisp: I heard with some 


surprise and great regret that part of the 
message relating to our finances. That 
relief is needed no one doubts. That it 
can be found In the direction indicated in 
the message I do not believe.

Reading of Message Followed by a 


Delude of Bills. 


Cuban Situation and the Mon- 


roe Doctrine 


Bring Forth Stirring Resolutions on Each of 


Those Important Subjects. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—There were 273 


bills and 16 resolutions introduced in the 
senate yesterday, but a large majority of 
the bills were reprints of measures which 
failed to pass last season. Many of these, 
as also a large proportiou of tho new bills, 
are for private purposes. There were also 
several for the mollification of the pension 
laws. 
Senators PetTcr, Stewart 
and 


Squire reintroducod their bills of last ses- 
sion pertaining to silver coinage. Nat- 
urally the president's message attracted 
the main attention of the day, but aside 
from this there were stirring resolutions 
on the Monroe doctrine dud the Cuban re- 
bellion. 


The message was given the closest at- 


tention from ail quarters of the chamber. 
At the conclusion, Mr. Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts offered a resolution, vigorous iu 
terms, renllirming the principles of tho 
Monroe doctrine and presenting them in 
such form us to permit their enactment as 
a permanent law, rather than an expres- 
sion of the policy advocated by President 
Monroe. 


The Cuban situation received attention 


from 
both ilie Florida senators, Call 


affirming a resolution for tho recognition 
of tho insurgents as belligerents. 
Tho 


Call resolution will be called up today, 
so that (Jubn and the Monroe doctrino 
will receive early attention, although the 
purpose is to afford opportunity for an ex- 
pression of views rather than for an im- 
mediate vote. 


Senator Call's resolution is as follows: 
Kesolvod, That the government of the United 


States r^<'ogni/,es a condition of public war 
between the government of Spain and tho 
gov- 


ernment proclaimed nnd lor some time main- 
tained by force of arms by th« people of Cuba, 
and the CJmtod totates of America hereby de- 
clare that they will maintain a condition of 
strict neutrality between the contending 
powers and accede to each all the rights of 
belligerents in the ports and territory of the 
United States. 


The congress of the United States protest 


and remonstrate ag.tuikt the barbarous man- 
ner in which the war in Cuba has been con- 
ducted, and the president is hereby authorized 
to take fcUcH steps as may be expedient in his 
judgment to sjcuro an observance of the laws 
of \vitr a* recognized by civilized nations. 


Allen'H Vigorous Resolution. 


Mr. Ciillom (Rep., Ills.) introduced a 


resolution on the Monroe doctrine simi- 
lar to that presented by Mr. Lodge. Ho 
gave notice that, he would call up the 
resolution as soon as permissible for the 
purpose of addressing the senate thereon. 


Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) offered a con- 


current resolution for the immediate recog- 
nition of the Cuban insurgents, the an- 
nexation of all islands proximate to the 
United States, the upholding of the Mon- 
roe doctrine and a firmer foreign policy 
respecting the protection of American 
citizens abroad. 


Following is the full text of Senator 


Allen's resolution on the recognition of 
Cuba acd the maintenance of the Monroe 
doctrine: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of the senate (I) 


that the government of the United States of 
America should promptly recognize the revo- 
lutionists of Cuba, who are now honestly 
BtruERling to focure their indspendence of the 
Spanish government as composing an inde- 
pendent nation pots Jssmg all the rights thereof 
according to the laws of the nations. 


(2) That all islands in' close proximity to tho 


mainland of the United States of America 
Bhou'.d as speedily as possible, by the treaties 
of purchase, be annexed to this government as 
essential to our safety in times of war and the 
convenience and necessity of our commerce in 
times of peace. 


(3) That the wise declaration of President 


Monroe, known as the Monroe doctrine, is a 
well-established policy of the government of 
the United States, and should be promptly 
and effectually maintained by tho government 
iu ith original purity and purpose. 


(4) That while the government of the United 


States should not needlessly or hastily em- 
broil itself with any foreign power, and should 
only resort to extreme measures in cases 
of absolute necessity, a firmer and more 
prompt policy on the ]>art of this government 
in maintaining the rights of American citizens 
abroad should be introduced and pursued. 


At the brief executive session the nom- 


inations of Mr. Olney as secretary of state 
and Mr. Harmon as attorney general wero 
confirmed, and that of Kufus H. Peckham 
to the supreme bench referred to the 
Judiciary committee. 


A Worthy Project

Jackson, government superintendent of 
education in Alaska, to found a Christian 
college in Alaska Territory.

will probably be accepted, and an effort 
made to raise additional funds for this 
purpose.
